8. At the request of the DCI , Gen. Bolling outlined to me the 
Army position on the Brownell Committee Report. Apparently they are making only 
two objections, as follows: 


a. The Brownell Committee recommended that the coordinator be given 
command of all interception units. Army suggested that this be 
qualified by the proviso that the Service affected would have a 
chance to object and if no agreement could be reached the matter 
could be referred to USCIB for final determination. I indicated 
that we would support this position and I felt that the Director 
would go along. Gen. Bolling indicated that the Director had 
indicated generally t hat he would go along.
